Drawing  is  the  most  intimate  form  of  an  artist’s  expres¬ 
sion.  Through  that  first  effort  he  organizes  his  conception  of 
what  is  later  to  appear  on  his  finished  canvases,  he  designs  his 
figures  and  his  masses,  and  beyond  that  builds  up  his  style  in 
both  line  and  design  through  constant  experimentation.  His 
drawings  are  not  for  exhibition  purposes  but  an  aid  to  himself 
in  clarifying  his  own  vision.  Therefore,  they  are  sincere  and 
direct.  The  French,  like  the  artists  of  the  Italian  Renaissance, 
have  been  almost  without  exception  good  draughtsmen  and 
have  meticulously  striven  for  perfection,  in  both  facile  handling 
and  composition.  Some  have  made  innumerable  preliminary 
sketches  before  proceeding  to  paint  any  contemplated  picture 
and  others,  like  Ingres,  have  evolved  one  completed  whole 
before  transferring  it  to  canvas.  With  the  myriad  of  drawings 
that  have  been  made  by  the  great  artists  of  the  past,  it  would 
seem  that  the  world  would  be  replete  with  them.  They  have, 
however,  been  considered  ephemeral  pieces  by  the  individual 
himself  and  destroyed,  or  discarded  and  lost,  so  that  today 
they  are  rare  items  of  museums  and  collectors. 

This  present  showing  covers  a  period  from  Jean  Fouquet 
(c.  141 5-c.  1481),  to  artists  still  alive  and  includes  many  of 
the  greatest  names  of  France.  The  exhibition  should  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  the  connoisseur,  artist  and  layman.
